The orb. of Seprember he Embarked his Troops, the Army conſiſting of 2000 C 
tian, about 1006 Auziliaries of the Pope; the Duke of Taſcany, and thoſe of Male, 
and 15 or 1600 Greeks. 

Theſe Troops being advanced in the plain Country, inſtantly charged ſome Teri 
Squadrons which were poſted in different places for the Guard of the paſſages, who 
immediately fetir'd updo the of the Chr:ſtiens. One Party of theſe Squa- 
drons of the Troops which the /nfidels. had Aſſembled afret the taking ol St. 
AMawre, and who had about Preveſa ; Saban Baſſas Governour. bf the place 
had ſent them to obſerve the motions of the CH. Army. Being made believe 
after that Action which they came fram doing, they could have no deſigu on Preveſa, 
he was therefore gone out, and put himſelf at the head of his Troops to harraſs and

he Chriſtiazs entred into ſour or five Villages of the Tori, which rhey burnt, after 
having made ſeveral Slaves, and ravaged the Countrey for 4 of «5 days ſpace, they 
then re-embarked at the Port of Petalla ; the General in the mean time, was with his 
Galleys within ſight of Patras, and Le, to amuſe the Teri, and ro draw them 
to that fide, upon the hopes that they might more eaſily Charge the Yenerian Troops, 
while they were diſperſed in the Plain Country.

The Fortreſs of St. Alaare is within twelve Leagues of the entrance of the Golpb of 
Arta, by the Ancients called the Gp of Ambracis : The ty of Art is Scituate on the 
extremity of this Gelpb, whicti is about 257 Miles in compaſs, being able to contain a 
great number of Ships; ut the entrance of the Gelpb, on the Weſt fide, ſtands the 
Fortreſs of Preveſa, upon the ruines of the Ancient Nicopelis, built by Aagaſtzr in me- 
mory of a Victory in'd againſt Mark Amn ben the place is leſs than St. Aare, 
but the Scituation i more adv z0us,, commanding the entrauce of the Gs, 
aud thoſe chat are Maſters of it arc aſſo of a conſiderable Trade which is at Arts 

Meoreftns taking the tions of the Councel of War, cauſed five 
Gallics and fix Gallyuſſes with Order to approach near the Caſtles to a place called 
Gemen, which are almoſt within fight of Previ/s if poſſible, to oblige the Tarks 
to ſeperate their Forees, and to force back thoſe Troops which they had drawn toge» 
ther to Fortifle the Body which lay Encamped under the favour of the Cannon of the 
Town. | 

Theſe ftratagems had all the ſucceſs the General propoſed ; Saban Baſs believing 
the Yenetians dui ſt not hazard the Siege of Preveſs, Attaqued the Caſtles, and ſent 
back thirher all the Troops he had already drawn, and the greateft part of thoſe that 
lay round Prereſa, thus perſwadirg himſelf he ſhould ruine the — ot the Ge- 
nerals : The Tarks the more to laſult over the Chriſtians, and to ler them know 
they were ſenſible of their Deſigns, cauſed a general Salute of all their Cannon, with 
other demonſtrations of joy, when they were received into the Caſtles. 

The 207%. the Army parted from Demers, and arrived about nine in the Evening at 
the entrance of the G of Arta, where they Anchor d. The 21f. the Captain 
AManetta with 44 Barks and ſome Brigandines Armed, entred in the Gelps of Preveſa, 
and with part of the Troops ; in the mean time the Teri / diſcharged vight 
pieces bf Cannon and aboat 200 Musqueta, though not a man was wounded ; 
Gallics that were Anchor'd over againſt an Eminence called the Hill of Ae 
Efendsi, gdvanced about the dawning of the day within Muſquet ſhot of the place, to

and to ſacilitate the Landing of thoſe part of the Troops that were 
already by means of Galliots paſt an Arm of the Sea about a Mile and half over: In 
meanwhile the Gallies made a continual Firing in their turns, which hindred the Twrks 

from coming near the Shoar. 
ineffeRt the Infidels bel eving the Chriſtians would put their Troops aſhoar on this 
place, Fired their whole Cannon and Muſquets with much Confuſion, and little Da-

The 21. the Generalſſime having made the Gallies and Galliots approach near Pre- 
wveſs , ſent to ſurnmon the Turi, to deliver up the Place, threatning them to give 
no Quarter if they attended the laſt extremity. S. Kaſs Governour, that was 
parted to put himſclf at the head of 4000. Mes, to obſerve the motions of the Ci. 
Frans, was not yet got in; but the beſieged his Return in three or four days,

There wes found more than 4 6 Pieces of Cannon in the place, eighteen of which 
were Braſs, and at 5o. pound Ball, a quantity of Mufquers, 5 oo. Quintals of Powder, 
Bullets, and all fort of Ptoviſfion in abundance, and about 1200, Inhabitants in the 
Place. 

The Republick, by this Conqueſt , remains in voſſe ton of the Golph, and all the 
Places on that Coaſt : And the Tarks in looſing that Fortreſs, have loſt one 100006, 
Crowns a year, which they drew from the Fiſhing on the Coaſt, The Sicur Gr. 
Patriarch ff Age, end heretofore General of the Pope t Gallics, having ſome time 
ſince in vain actacqued it without any Succeſt: -
